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dispensing system includes a removable hooking device 
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conditions. A hook integral to the removable hooking 
device extends from the hooking device on a side opposite 
the surface when the hooking device is attached to the 
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the mouth of the container for controlling the flow of the 
fluid. The container is positionable on the hooking device 
with the hook extending through the through-hole formed 
by the upper portion of the container so that the container 
hangs down from the hooking device. 
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
